The secretary reported that the

As this is written, radio news broadcasts 

are flooding out to an anxious Alberta a 
steady stream of war crisis flashes arising

Albertans, with other people, are hoping 
that it will be nothing more than a crisis that 
will somehow pass, but the threat of World 
War III is now more ominous and real than 
ever before.

And if another war comes 
it shall surely be said that World War IIL 
actually started on the day that Communist 
aggression flared in Korea- 

If World War III does become a reality, 
Canada will certainly not. be a behind-the- 
lines-nation, protected by a vast ocean. For 
armed battle will parade the streets and 
highways of the land, with Alberta possibly 
destined to the fate of another Belgium. 

One can well imagine the terror that would 
strike in our hearts if enemy planes fill our 
skies, and the sorrow that we will know as 
our men go off to another battle. 

Once again it can only be reiterated that 
decent peoples everywhere are praying that 
this is not it—that “it” will never again come 
to pass. 


The Welfare State 


Canadians are used to hearing the “‘wel- 
fare state” talk emanating from United States 
politicians, and may have by now come to 
believe that it is the U.S, that has the world’s 
most extended social security system, and 
that our southern neighbor is spending the 
biggest part of its government dollar on such 
measures, 

The actual fact is that Canada is spending 
far more per capita on the welfare state than 
is the U.S. 

Last year the United States spent six cents 
of every budget dollar on social welfare, 
while Canada spent 22 cents on the same 
measures: But in the field of defence, the 
situation was somewhat different. Of every 
budget dollar, the U.S. spent 32 cents on mili- 
tary protection while Canada expended only 
18 cents. 

In view of this, and whether or not one is 
behind the welfare state idea, it seems rather 
funny to hear of lambasting American Re- 
publicans spouting off about the vast amount 
of money the Democratic Congress is spend- 
ing on socialism! With only six cents of 
every dollar going to social welfare, such 
statements hardly make sense. 

The United States is still the world’s. prime 
example of private enterprise and capitalism. 
The social welfare idea, good or bad, has 
hardly scratched the surface of American 
political thought. 

Those complaining Republicans should 
come to Canada if they want to beef! With 
this country spending three times as much 
proportionately on welfare, they’d have 
three times as much to beef about! 


Death in a Coal Mine 


From Calgary Albertan 


To the families.and comrades of the coal 
miners killed at Cadomin, a mining commun- 
ity about 35 miles east of Jasper, goes a great 
wave of sympathy from all the people of 
Alebrta. 

Coal mining is a dangerous business under 
the best of conditions. One of the hazards 
not usually counted on is flooding.

. a torrent of water from a mountain stream 
engulfed the mine and trapped the men. They 
had no chance. 

It is encouraging to see that the miners’ 
union at Drumheller has concurred in the 
need for immediate dismissal of any miner 
caught smoking at orina mine, That anyone 
should deliberately endanger the )ives of his 
associates is unthinkable. Tloughtlessness 
would be the only excuse. But under such 
circumstances .no excuse is good enough: 
Every possible precaution should be taken to 
reduce the hazard of mining.

‘many commitnities in the province, some of it well- 


written and legible, but some that would harden the 
heart of the softest news editor. 

Yet we are grateful for these corréspondents who 
almost without fail sit down week after week to 
send us the news of their communities, and the do- 
ings of their friends and neighbors. 


Nothing Trivial 

To us it is not a trivial matter. Lives of the 
fine people in little towns mirror the lives of the 
human race everywhere. What they do may not be 
world-shaking, and thank God it is not, for world- 
shaking events are usually ones of tragedy, but they 
are events that are every bit as important as those 
recorded by the highly-paid columnists on the society 
pages of the New York papers. 

Thus we would like to make two appeals. One 
to the correspondents of our papers, and one to 
the people whose doings are mirrored in our columns, 

To the correspondent we would say that we are 
giving our most careful attention to your weekly 
letters, hoping, incidentally, that you'll not fail to 
send in your regular reports. We would request 
you to leave room at the beginning of your stories 
for us to write headlines, for you not to place more 
than one complete story on one page, to write only 
on one side of the paper, and to include the time- 
honored ‘30’ symbol at the tail-end of each story. 


More Tolerance : 

To the people about whom our correspondents 
write, we would like to make a plea for a little more 
tolerance and understanding on the part of a 
small minority who make the job of a news- 
gatherer sometimes difficult. 

There are some people, who for reasons we have 
honestly never been able to determine, shrink from 
the slightest publicity and place all sorts of obstacles 
in the way of correspondents, and then are insulted 
when their names do not appear in print! 

Then of course there is the overflowing person 
who wants columns and columns devoted to their 
smallest social affair, but we think our reporters 
would far rather deal with friendly people than with 
the close-mouthed variety. 


Home-Town News 

Sometimes an unmeant misinterpretation of some 
incident can cause bad feeling. An example of this 
is the doctor who became quite concerned over an 
item which reported that one of his patients had to 
be moved to the city for further treatment. Now 
the doctor was not at all at fault, and in fact had 
been giving excellent care to the patient, but the 
story neglected to mention this. So there you have 
an instance of a man taking exception to a story 
that was not intended to hurt anyone. 

But in conclusion, remember that there is noth- 
ing more gratifying to a newspaper reader than 
to turn to his own home-town or district news. For 
this the correspondent is responsible. But it is not 
an easy job, and he sometimes gets too little thanks 
for his efforts,

A far-reaching crisis in the welfare of Alberta’s 7,000 
native Indians is looming in the foothills province, as proposed 
legislation to enact Bill 267—a new Indian Act—is arousing 


widespread opposition. 

The rewriting of the act has 
been brought about by attempts 
to modernize the national 
status of the Indians, yet it may 
have far-reaching effect, with 
alarm among the Indians report- 
edly reaching proportions of 
panic. 

Major points of controversy in 
the question are proposed govern- 
ment authority over Band funds, 
allowance of Indians to consume 
liquor off reservations, and the 
possibility of the vote being ex- 
tended to the natives. 

Unique feature of the mat- 
ter is that the natives them- 
selves, for the first time in Can- 
ada’s history, are taking an ac- 
tive part in discussion of the 
laws which govern their place 
in Canada’s society. 

A curious part of the debate is 
that although the vote has been 
extended to Canada’s Eskimos, 
the government recently defeated 
a measure to allow Indians_the 
franchise. This may be in part due 
to the fact that Indian groups 
have denied any interest in the 
vote, stating that to acquire the 
franchise would mean losing other, 
and more valuable, rights.

Indians Vote in B.C. 


In” B.C., however, the Indians 
are allowed to vote in provincial 
elections. They have elected one 
member of their own race to sit in 
the legislature at Victoria. He is 
a member of the CCF party. 

Under the new bill, Minister of 
Indian Affairs Hon. Walter Har- 


ris would have. practically abso- . 


lute authority over Band funds, to 
add or delete members of the 
Band, and to ask for ‘the appoint- 
ment of a committee of two 
whites and one Indian with power 
to terminate the existence of a 
Band without consulting”. mem- 
bers of the tribe. 


In fact, throughout the word- 
ing of the act appear such 
phrases as ‘the decision of the 
minister is final and conclusive.’ 
Another serious objection is the 

arbitary casting out of the bands 
of descendants of mixed marriage 
between whites and Indians. The 
point is raised that what would 
happen to an Indian woman who 
married a white man, only to have 
the man later desert her and her 
children. 

Indians are also rebellious over 
Section 100 of Bill 267 which 
would prohibit any Indian from 
engaging legal defense to protect 
himself, his band or his reserve, 
or to make any complaint to the 
government itself, without © the 
written consent of the Minister. 

Too Much Power 


Indians further contend that the 
Minister is given power to break 
every treaty and every agreement 
ever made between indians and 
the Crown.

Welfare Crisis Looming Over 
Indian Status In New Act 


Question of the right to vote ap- 
parently does not worry Indian 
leaders much, as it has been sug- 
gested that should they be given 
the franchise, it would be the ter- 
mination of payment of treaty 
money. 

Indians are free from taxa- 
tion in Canada. Not because 
they haven't the right to vote, 
but because they gave up their 
claims to rich and _ valuable 
lands in treaties with the gov- 
ernment. 

Treaty money of $5 per head, 
with more for chiefs, is paid once 
a year. It is distributed through 
either Indian Affairs Superintend- 
‘ents or RCMP officers. 

Meanwhile, however, the federal 
government. has launched a wide- 
spread health program among In- 
dians, particularly in the North 
West Territories. 

A full-time dentist has been ap- 
pointed to care for the Indians of 
the north as the first plank in a 
full health program. 

Appointment was announced 
last week through the Department 
of National Health and Welfare.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON: 


Story of Israelites 
Is Retold Once Again 


In the third month after leaving Egypt, the Israelites 
reached Mount Sinai, a part of the mountains known as Jebel 


Musa, “the Mount of Moses,” 
Here the people were charged 
to keep a reverent distance while 
Moses and Aaron went up on the 
Mount to talk with Jehovah. 

The language ‘of Jehovah in 
his conversation with Moses on 
the mount, is highly significant. 
God declares that he has chosen 
the Israelites to be a holy na- 
tion, and a kingdom of priests. 
These people are to minister to 
the -world in holy things. As 
priests, they have direct access 
to God; as a holy nation they 
are separated and distinct from 
other nations, called to do a 
special service for God. How- 
ever, there is an “if” connect- 
ed with God’s promise, as_ stat- 
ed in our memory verse, Exo- 
dus 19:5: “If ye will obey my 
voice indeed, and keep my ‘cov- 
enant—then ye shail be mine own 
possession from among all peo- 
ple.”” Many of us forget the “ifs” 
of life, in claiming the’ promises 
of God. 

Moses holds much the same 
position among the Jews that 
George Washington holds among 
Americans. He is their fearless 
leader. As one writer poiftts out, 
the amazing thing about him is 
that he never deliberately tried 
to establish himself as a leader, 
but that he let God drive him into 
leadership. 

The easy thing for Moses to 
have done was to stay in Egypt, 
as a prince in the court of Phar- 
oah. But instead, he followed the 
command of God to go and suffer 
for his people, and lead them out 
of their bondage. After being 
convinced that God would be with 
him, he had the will to serve, 
which is the first great character- 
istic of a great .man. His leader- 
ship ability was consecrated to 
the will of God. 

It was while Moses was on the 
Mount of Sinai that God deliver- 
ered to him what has come to be 
known as the Decalogue, or Ten 
Commandments. These command- 
ments are commonly regarded as 
the gift of God to the people of

Israel through Moses, one of the 
most important gifts they receiv- 
ed. Many scolars agree that the 
first four commandments’ deal 
with man’s relation to God, the 
last six with his relation to his 
fellow man. Peake’s Commentary 
on the Bible says: “It must always 
be remembered that negatives im- 
ply a positive, and that those of 
the decalogue rest upon a prin- 
ciple, the foundation of both re- 
ligion and mortality, that man’s 
true life involves fellowship: 
“Thou shalt live in fellowship with 
thy God and with thy family, 


tribe, nation, and (eventually) 
fellow men.” : 
Realizing the importance of 


having a place of worship at the 
very heart of the state, Moses 
initiated the building of a “tent 
of meeting,” or sanctuary. The 
enthusiasm of the Israelites in 
following the suggestion of God 
and of Moses is inspiring. They 
not only offered liberally of their 
goods, but of their time and labor. 
In fact, they were so liberal, they 
had to be restrained and, as a 
result, they gave an _ incredible 
fortune to the Tabernacle. 

As a token of divine approval, 
the cloud, which the Lord had 
provided to lead them through 
the wilderness, took up a new 
position over the Tent of Meet- 
ing. All through the rest of the 
wilderness wanderings, it remain- 
ed there, with fire shining in it 
at night. When the fire and cloud 
were lifted from the Tent, it was 
a signal to break camp, and march 
on. God in the cloud and fire, was 
thus with his pele both day and 
night. 

Perhaps the greatest contribu- 
tion that. Moses made to his peo- 
ple was that he brought a whole 
nation into an awareness of God 
—he put the Tabernacle at the 
very heart of their life as a na- 
tion. Wherever they went, they 
carried their Ark; it was a holy 
sacred thing, the +» symbole, the 
abiding-place of the spirit of their 
God. The time came in Israel when 
the people were scattered; their 
precious Ark was lost and they 
went into captivity. But, even 
here, they were conscious of the 
presence of the Tabernacle and 
the Ark; they carried them in 
their hearts.

One of the seas services 
of the Canadian Gahcer Society 
has the intriguing name of “the 
loan closet.” From this store 
room sick-room supplies are sent 
out to cancer patients being 
treated at home. This is in addi- 
tion to the dressings service, and 
it can provide a complete hospital 
room for cancer sufferers. Hos- 
pital beds, mattresses, overhead 
tables, sheets and - pillow cases, 
hospital gowns, pneumonia jack- 
ets and wheelchairs are available. 

While research goes on seeking 
the cure for cancer—much of it 
on grants from the Cancer So- 
ciety—the society does not for- 
get the incurable. In. the past 
year, an Edmonton woman was 
found dying of cancer in almost 
destitute condition. Her last 
weeks were made more comfort- 
able in a temporary hospital room 
set up in her home by the can- 
cer society. This and other ser- 
vices are financed by an annual 
campaign for funds. 

After nine weeks of the cam- 
paign, nearly $53,000 has been 
collected. Donations, and _ appli- 
cations for cancer services can be 
sent to the Cancer Society at 
10029 Jasper avenue, in Ed- 
monton.

Self Feeding Hogs 
Not Always Best 


Self-feeding hogs has become so 
general now-a-days that feeding 
in this way has become the accept- 
ed method in many districts. 

But self-feeding should not lead 
to carelessness and to neglect of 
he nigs. It is important to watch 
the development of the pigs, pos- 
sibly more so than’ with hand 
feeding, and prepare a feed mix- 
ture, suitable to their growth and 
condition. To do this, the feed 
mixture will need to be varied 
from time to time. 


‘In developing»feed mixtures-for . 


self-feeding, possibly the simplest 
was is to consider first the feed 
mixtures used for hand feeding. 
There are commercial pig starters, 
pig growers, and pig finishers 
available, or the operator can mix 
his own mixtures from home- 
grown grains along with protein 
and mineral supplements. When 
self-feeding such mixtures it is 
advisable to include more of the 
bulky feeds such as oats, alfalfa 
meal or bran. With increased bulk 
in the ration the pig will still sat- 
isfy his appetite, but will con- 
sume less of the fattening feeds 
included in the mixture.
